For Kentuckians 



Frannfort, Sept. 12 - Most 
fishermen know of Kentucky’s 
big lakes— Cumberland, Ken- 
tucky. Dale. HolUw, Herrington 
and Dewey. 

But few know of the, fine 
array of smaller state-owned 
lakes scattered over the Com- 
monwealth that also offer “fab- 
ulous fishing,” says the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re- 
sources. 

These “backyard” lakes were 
built or bought for fishermen 
by the department and are open 
to the geaierai pubic without 
charge. 

The size of outboard motors! 
are restricted to six horsepow - 1 
er and activity in these lakes is 
restricted to fishing only. 

The department says it usu- 
ally takes a little more know ' 
ledge of individual lurking plac- 1 
os to connect with the bass in , 
the smaller lakes. Bluegill are [ 
the most available, pan fish, be 
ing plentiful and tasy to catch 
These lakes, says the depart- 
ment, are not merely practice 
lakes where the angler may bide 
his time getting ready for the 
big lakes— they are fishing plac- 
es of the highest order in their 
own right.

Gurney Norman 

In 1916, Caney Creek in Knott Coun- 
ty rippled past nothing but Kentucky 
wilderness and perhaps a few settler’s 
cabins. Since that year, it has flowed past 
a genuine college campus. 

Caney College has evolved since then 
from an almost lost social service station 
to a modern, complete junior college, with 
a campus that stretches several hundred 
yards along the ancient creek. 

It took a tiny lady with high aspira- 
tions from then distant Massachusetts to 
first envision the need for and potential of 
a college on the isolated Caney Creek. 
Alice Lloyd came to the remote valley in 
1916, not to establish a college but to ren- 
der aid as a social worker. But after work- 
ing with mountain adults several months, 
she decided that the real hope for the 
mountains lay in their youth, and she 
gradualy let education of local children 
become her primary concern. In this way, 
she reasoned, her notion of social could be 
carried out on an even broader scale, as 
hundreds of area boys and girls could be- 
come educated, and through them, reach 
the whole population. 

Graduates Stay Home 

For such a plan to succeed, the first 
requirement would obviously be for gradu- 
ates of Caney Colege to stay in the moun- 
tains or return after getting an advanced 
degree. While it isn’s mandatory for a stu- 
dent to agree to return after graduation, 
there is an unwritten pledge understood by 
most Caney students since the school’s in- 
fancy that a need for their talents lies right 
at home, and they are obligated to fulfill 
that need. Most of them do. 

Perhaps the major factor in Caney’s 

boon to mountain children seeking a col- 
lege education is the fact that students at- 
tend Caney absolutely free. All tuition, 
room, board and book expense is paid for 
by generous doners interested in the area s 
welfare. A $10 good will contribution from 
each student each semester has become 
customary over the years. 

T#n Professor* On Faculty 

Caney offers 67 college hours, all ap- 
\ plicahle on a four-year degree at a college 
or university Caney offers almost all lib- 
r eral arts instruction now, ful filling most 
\ of the requirements for pre law, pre-med 



and pre-engineering courses. 

Ten full-time professors, most of them 
with master’s degrees, are responsible for 
the classroom instruction of Caney stu- 
dents. With only 170 students, this permits 
a desirable 17-1 faculty-student ratio. 
Many distinguished, retired professors 
from the nation’s leading universities find 
their way to the Caney campus to con- 
tinue teaching. 

In addition to the free education Can- 
ey students get, Mrs. Lloyd has provided 
continued education for promising stu- 
dents with a scholarship fund and housing 
facilities at the University of Kentucky 
in Lexington. “Caney Cottage’’ for men 
students is right next to the campus. 

The academic life comes before all at 
Caney, to the extent that no fraternization, 
verbal or otherwise, is permitted between 
male and female students. Part of the un- 
derlying philosophy, which no doubt seems 
strange to many, is based on the maxim 
that students should not marry until they 
complete their education Since there is 
little near the college, surrounded on all 
sides by a towering wall of mountains, in 
the way of social recreation, college of- 
ficials see no reason to permit dating of 
any sort, so the hard and fast line is drawn 
at the speaking point. 

Girls Wear Uniforms 

Another ingredient at Caney that 
might bring caustic comments from those 
ignorant of Caney philosophy is the uni- 
forms girls must wear at all times. The 
summer uniform that makes all girls seem- 
ingly identical is white, with white stock- 
ings and red kerchief about the neck. The 
white is to represent purity. 

While the wearing of uniforms might 
seem somewhat out of date, the custom is 
more logical when it is explained that by 
dressing all girls alike, a definite air of 
modesty is automatically assumed, and 
comparisons of individuals are erased. 
Boys wear ties at all times, and suit coats 
in the winter, sort of symbolic of when 
they will one day become members of a 
profession. 

Intercollegiate athletics are out of the 
picture at Caney, and dramatics, music and 
the arts are emphasized instead All stu- 
dents get first hand experience with pub- 
lic, extemporaneous speaking, and com- 



mencement week each year is filled with 
student productions of Shakespearian or 
contemporary plays. 

Miss Lloyd On TV 

About two years ago, one of the most 
significant half-hours for Caney since Miss 
Lloyd came there occurred when Mrs. 
Lloyd was featured on the nationally-tele- 
vised show, “This Is Your Life,’’ directed 
by Ralph Edwards. Miss Lloyd was a sur- 
prise guest on the program which review- 
ed her life and endeavors at Caney Creek 
before a nation of television viewers, and 
immediately cash donations began rolling 
in. Caney had never been out of debt until 
the program 

A Reader’s Digest article in 1954 also 
helped spread Caney’s name beyond the 
confines of the hills which shelter her on 
all sides. The magazine article appeared 
in book form later. 

English Poet Had Influence 

The buildings at Caney are all built 
of native stone or lumber, and by local 
workers. Evidence of student initiative 
engendered by the Caney spirit lies in the 
fact that classrooms are furnished in a 
large measure by home-made chairs and 



desks, sturdily constructed by students. 

The Post Office where Caney mail is 
received has the quaint and curious name 
of Pippa Passes. The name “Pippa Passes” 
comes from a long poem written by Robert 
Browning, a poem of Victorian England. 
The theme of the poem is “unconscious in- 
fluence through deliberate service/* a 
theme Caney has carried out precisely, ex- 
cept that its influence is anything but un- 
conscious as one notes the scores of doc- 
tors, teachers, ministers and educated 
home makers that have raised the cultural 
level of Eastern Kentucky far in the past 
four decades. 

Browning wrote a shorter poem with- 
in his larger work called “Song From Pippa 
Passes.” The shot, optimistic lines of this 
poem are fitting to close a description of 
Caney College: 

“The year’s at the spring. 

And day’s at the morn; 

Mornkig’s at seven; 

The hill side’s dew-pearled; 

The lark’s on the wing; 

The snail’s on the thorn; 

God’s in His heaven — 

All’s right with the world!”

Luke 4:14-22; Hebrews 

The lesson might better be 
titled: “Mercy for people in 
need ." We find in the Bible 
what God says about our atti- 
tude toward the poor. We find 
here what Jesus thought and 
did about the poor. Justice has 
at its heart Mercy. A “Just” 
man is not simply one who pays 
his debts, he has mercy upon 
and at times forgives complete- 
ly the ones who are indebted 
to him. At the heart of God’s 
Justice there is the Cross of 
Christ. In the midst of the 
Great White Throne in heaven 
there is the Lamb of God, slain 
from the foundation of the 
i world. There is God’s Justice, 
extended to all mankind, to the 
poor and to the rich. Blasphemy 
against God’s Holy Spirit Who 
applies to our hearts the mercy 
and forgiveness of the finished 
work at Calvary is the one un- 
pardonable sin. 

What does God think about 
the poor? 1 believe that it is 
best to hear God speaking out 
o His Word: “If there M 

among you a poor man of one 
of thy brethren within any of 
thy gates in thy land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from 
thy pood brother: But thou 

shalt open thine hand wide unto 
him. and shalt surely lend him 
sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. Beware that 
there be not a thought in thy 
wicked heart saying, The sev- 
enth year, the year of relase 
is at hand; and thine eye be 
I evil against thy brother, and 
I thou givest him nought; and he 
cry unto the Lord against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. Thou 
shalt surely give him. and thine 
heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him. because 
that for this thing the Lord thy 
God shall bless thee in all thy 
works, and in all that thou put- 
test thine hand unto. For the 
poor shall never cease out of 
the land: therefore I command 
thee, saying. Thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto thy broth- 
er, to thy poor, and to thy 
needy, in thy land.” (Deuter- 
onomy 15:15.7-11.). 

Again God speaks to us thru 
his servant, Isaiah, saying: “Is 

not this the fast that I have 
chosen? to loose the bands of 
wickedness, to undo the heavy 
burdens, and to let the oppress- 
ed go free, and that ye break 
every yoke? Is it not to deal 
thy bread to the hungry and 
that thou bring the poor that 
are cast out to thy house? when 
thou seest the naked, that thou 
cover him: and that thou hide 
not thyself from thine own 
flesh? Then shall thy light 
break forth as the morning, and 



13:1-3; I John 3:11-24. 
thine health shall spring forth 
speedily: and thy righteousneas 
shall go before thee; the glory 
of the Lord shall be thy reward 
Then shalt thou call, and the 
Lord shall answer; thou shalt 
cry, and he shall say. Here I 
am If thou take away from the 
midst of thee the yoke, the put- 
ting forth of the finger, and 
speaking vanity; And if thou 
draw out thou soul to the hun- 
gry, and satisfy the afflicted 
soul; then shall thy light rise in 
obscurity, and thy darkness be 
the noon day: And the Lord 
shall guide thee continually, and 
satisfy thy soul in drought, and 
make fat thy bones: and thou 
shalt be like a watered garden, 
and like a spring of water, 
whose waters fail not. And 
they that shall be of thee shall 
build the old waste places: thou 
shall raise up the foundations 
of many generations; and thou 
shalt be called, the repairer of 
the breach, the restorer of paths 
to dwell in.” (Isaiah 58:4-12) 
What a beautiful promise God 
has given to those who remem- 
ber the poor! It is like a great 
spiritual rainbow. Blessed are 
those who remember the poor! 

We find Jesus reaching out 
in compassion for the poor and 
outcast: “And Jesus went about 
all the cities and villages, teach- 
ing in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the 
Kingdom, and healing every 
sickness and every disease a- 
mong the people. But when He 
saw the multitudes. He was 
moved with compassion on 
them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep I 
having no shepherd.” Matthew 
9:35-36. 

The mark that Jesus was 
the Christ given to identify the 
Son of God to John the Baptist 
was that the poor had the gos- 
pel preached unto them. A 
Christian today may be known 
by the world by the compassion 
that he has for the poor. Jesus’ 
first sermon in his homie town 
was, “The spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath an- 
nointed me to preach the gos- 
pel to the poor; he hath sent me 
to heal the broken-hearted, to 
preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives, and recovering of sight to 
the blind, to set at liberty them 
that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord.” 
“This day is this scripture ful- 
filled in your ears.” Jesus said. 

“Let brother love continue. 
Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangrs: for thereby some have 
entetained angels unawars. Re- 
member them that are in bonds, 
as bound with them; and them 
which suffer adversity, as being 
yourselves also in the body.” 

“For this is the message that 
ye heard from the beginning, 
that we should love one anoth-

Hazard High School’s Asor “Cat” Sizemore 
is the “scoringest” more in the State of Ken- 
tucky. 

Sizemore, the CourierJoumal revealed this 
week, is making a walkaway of the annual foot- 
ball scoring derby. 

Sizemore in three games to date has racked 
up 62 points — 17 more than he punched over 
during the entire 1957 season when he got 45 
markers in six touchdowns and nine extra 
points. 

To date, the brilliant Hazard senior has 
scored eight touchdowns, converted successfully 
on 11 extra-points and has booted one field 
goal. In the opener against Elkhom City, Size- 
more ran for three touchdowns and four extra- 
points. The following week against Jenkins, he 
added two touchdowns, kicked a 12 yard field 
goal and converted three out of three place- 
ments. Last week against Prestonsburg, the 170- 
pound Bulldog senior had a field day, getting 3 
touchdowns and 4 extra-points One of his 6- 
pointers came on a 78 yard kick-off return. 

Just what records, if any, Sizemore is 



threatening isn’t known. However, it would ap- 
pear he’s bidding strongly not only for the 
E.K.M.C. scoring title but is also possibly in the 
running for the all-time one-season record, for 
the conference and his school. 

As far as the county scoring race for 1958 
is involved, Sizemore is so far ahead of the pack 
they can t even see his shirt-tail waving In the 
breeze. 

His closest competitor, going into tonight’s 
game with M. C. Napier, is the Navajos’ junior 
fullback, Kidd Fugate, who with two touch- 
downs, three extra-points and a safety to his 
credit has 17 points. 

Next in line are Napier’s John Layne, 13 
points, two touchdowns and an extra-point, and 
Hazard’s Wendall Combs, with two touchdowns 
on pass completions. In fifth place is Jerry 
Brewer with a touchdown and an extra-point 
for 7 points. 

After these five, the pack thins out quickly. 

Five Bulldogs and two Navajos have one 
touchdown each. They are for Hazard. Halfback 
Britt Handy, End Decoursie Haliburton, Full- 
back Phil Turner. Tackle Harmon Petrey and 
Quarterback Ken Cobb. Napier’s are End Harry 
Francis and Halfback Larry Simpson Quarter- 
back Earl Smith, of Napier, has one point on an 
extra-point plunge.
